MILK PRICE CONTROL 


Since we, the milk producers, are 
in a business from which we cannat 
reap a just reward, due to the fact 
that the cost of production is far 
above the price received; it appears 
that we must do something that will 
put a floor under the (laXry industry 
of our state. 
Til is can be done if we 
the producers, will get busy and de­ 
mand that- an emergency j.xists which 
needs, and should have, la,w.s enacted 
to establish a commission which will 
regulate the milk business from the 
producer *> the consigne*. 
This milk board law 
woufl! giy- 
power to three men, .selected, not on 
the recoin m end at ion #f the various 
chambers of commem*, nor on the 
strength of political pull; but on the 
recommendation of the milk men on­ 
ly. 
These three men would set the 
jc ii e id* milk to l><- paid t h e f a r r i e r - . 


and a minimum retail price. 
This 
law and commission would halt tic■ 
downward trend in prices on whole 
sale milk and would make the ixsaple 
conscious "t a need Par a sound poli­ 
cy for the milk industry. 
The idea of a milk control board 
started in the state of New York less* 
I ha ii two years ago, and toda.\ ii is 
established in New Jersey, Pennsyl­ 
vania,

consin and Florida.
